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Panic Follows the Spread of 
Cholera in Hamburg. 


Dead Bodies Lie Uncoffined and Business 
Prostrated. 


EFFORTS IN AMERICA TO BAR THE coM- 
ING OF THE PLAGUE. 


A Death From the Disease Reported in a 
Connecticut City — Officials on the 
Watch at All Ports—Proposed Oonfer- 
ence of Health Officers—Suspicious 
Casein Berlin—Steamship Lines Tak- 
ing Precautions. 


HaMBvuRG, Aug. 25.—Ore hundred dnd sixty- 
mine bodies of cholera victims are awaiting 
burial in this city. So great is the terror 
Caused by the cholera that it is difficult to get 
men for the work of burying the dead, and 
many assistants of undertakers have deserted 
their places of employment. 

Business is prostrate and shipping is going 
to other ports. Soserious isthe panic that 
Russian immigrants now inthe city found it 
difficult to procure food, as everybody tries 
to avoid them. 

At Altona the army surgeons have been 
ordered by their superiors to assist the 
civilian doctors in caring for cholera vic- 
tims. 

The papers here, which have been accused 
of greatly exaggerating the situation, turn 
on the authorities to-day and attack them 
for denying the presence in Hamburg of 
Asiatic cholera until the violence of the out- 
break made concealment no longer possibie. 
They claim that if the authorities had 
admitted atthestart that the disease was 
true cholera sanitary measures might have 
been enforced that would have prevented 
the spread of the disease to the extent which 
it has now reached. 


FLEEING FROM ANTWERP. 

ANTWERP, Aug. 25.—The excitement caused 
by the acknowledgment of the physicians 
that Asiatic cholera is in the city has not sub- 
sided and those whocan afford to do soare 
making ready tofleeto various places ana 
escape the disease. There is no appreciable 
change in the situation. 

It is generally believed that the disease 
reached here from some vessel from an in- 
fected port, and there is considerable indig- 
nation that the authorities did not enforce 
the quarantine regulations until after 
the disease got a foothold in the city. 

It has transpired thatthe first persons to 
fall a victimto the disease were dock labor- 
ers. They were taken tothe hospital by the 
doctors, who thought probably that their 
cases were Asiatic cholera. But they claimed 
it was common cholera. They acted on the 
worn-out theory that the concealment 
of the presence ofa disease will prevent its 
spread, butthattheir reasoning was falla- 
cious was soon proven, for other patients 
were soon taken to the hospitals suffering 
with the same disease, and the number of 
cases has constantly increased since. 

The first victim died almost immediately 
after enteringthe hospital, and the appear- 
ance ofthe bodies, if nothing else, was suf- 
ficient proof that common cholera had 
not caused death. The bodies re- 
tained their heat for a longer 
period than is usual when death is caused by 
another disease and they looked as though 
they had been through a longattack of sick- 
ness. Itisthought the hospital physicians 
were fully aware of the presence of the 
scourge, but that they were compelled by 
the authorities to deny It. 

A total of one-fourth of all the patients who 
have been removed to the hospitals have 
died. : 

The quarantine regulations 
being enforced with great 
Every vessel from French, 
man and Russan ports, though 
it may have no cholera on _ board, 
is detained for observation, but this course 
is held to be useless, as the danger now lies 
in the spread ofthe contagion from sources 
inside the city. The health authorities are 
using all known preventives to check the 
disease.

THE STEAMSHIP LINES. 

New YorRK, Aug. 25.—The officers in this 
city of the Hamburg-American Packet Oo. 
received to-day the foliowing message 
by cable from the headquarters of the com- 
pany in Hamburg: 

**As Uuanger of infection may come from 
emigrant passengers booked together with 
first and second-class passengers, we have 
decided, in order to secure for our passen- 
gers the best sanitary conditions possible, to 
separate emigrant traffic from first and 
second class entirely, forwarding emigrant 
on separate ships exclusively. Besides, the 
express, steamers will run until further no- 
tice between Southampton and New York 
only, beginning with the Celumbia, due at 
Southampton to-day.’’ 

Emil T. Boas, general passenger manager 
of the line in New York, said that those pas- 
sengers now on the continent whoare booked 
to return by the Hamburg-American line 
will be carried from Hamburgto Southamp- 
ton free of expense. The express boats 
referred to in the cablegram, Mr. Boas, said 
wefre the Augusta, Victoria, Fuerst Bis- 
marck, Normania and Cumberland and 
these steamers will carry only first and 
second-class cabin passengers. From 
time to time boats will be sent 


from Hamburg to New York with 
only emigrants on board. Before the emi- 


grantsieave Hamburg, Mr. Boas said, they 
will be famigated at the company’s expense, 
and no person with a symptom of disease 
will be taken on board. An apamment 
connected with the steam pipes 
will be fitted up on all the 
emigrant vesseis so that when they arrive at 
Quarantine here every piece of baggage on 
board can be cleansed before being landed on 
Ellis Island. With this perfect system of 
disinfecting and the watchfulness of the of- 
ficers at Quarantine, Mr. Boas said he appre- 
hended no danger from cholera. 


PANGER IN BERLIN. 
BERLIN, Aug. 25.—There are serious fears 
that the cholera has brokenoutin this city,

unlikely. It was suggested, however, that 
everybody should take three drops of muri- 
atic acid daily in a tumbler of water, and 
that great care should be taken to keep fies 
away food. The authorities on the 
frontier have been admonished to 


and everywhere the local sanitary officials 
are Gisplaying the utmost vigilance. 
The official warnings of the Reichzan 

and other papers regarding precautions 
against cholera have been so disregarded 
that fresh warnings have been issued empow- 
ering the officials to undertake compulsory 
disinfection at the expense of those who have 
delayed doing it themselves. The Hamburger 
Nachrichten complains of the apathy’ of the 
inbabitants, 


DYING IN PERSIA. 
WASHINGTON, D. ©., Aug. 25.—The Vice 
Consul-General at Teheran telegraphs that 
the estimatea deaths in Persia from cholera 
are 35,000, 6,000 in Mesched, 12,000 in Tahriz, 
8,000 in Teheran and 10,000 in other places. 


DEATHS IN 8ST. PETERSBURG. 

St. PETERSBUG, Aug. 25.—Yesterday’s new 
cases were 174 in excess of those reported on 
Tuesday, while the deaths were eighty-four 
in excess of those reported on the same day. 
Yesterday’s totals, according to the official 
figures, were 5,679 new cases and 2,743 deaths. 
The doctors say that the disease is less viru- 
lent in its character and that in addition to 
this the number of deaths had been lessened 
by the better arrangement for the treatment 
of patients. When the disease first became 
epidemic the physicians of the city were 
greatly overworked, but now a number of 
doctors from other places are serving in the 
hospitalsand much closer attention can be 
given to the sufferers. 

There has been no relaxation of the strict 
Sanitary regulations, and any violation of 
the rule met with prompt punishment. 

One reason for the people of St. Petersburg 
not getting panic-stricken over the disease is 
that cholera is always present in this city,an 
average of 8,700 deaths annually being due to 
this cause. During the present epidemic the 
deaths have ofcourse been far more numer- 
ous than usual, but with the disease ever 
presentinthe short but hot summer that 
prevails here the people have ina measure 
lost fear of it. 


GUARDING FRONTIERS. 

VIENNA, Aug. 25.—Greatest alarm prevails 
here over the expected exodus of residents of 
Hamburg to Carlsbad, Marienbad and Franz- 
enbad. Health commissions are being ap- 
pointed atall the frontier stations, where 
travelers will be examined and disinfected. 

A recent inspection of the lower quarters of 
this city revealed a shockingstate of filth and 
overcrowding. Tons upon tons of rotten 
meat, sausage and fruit in provision stores 
and markets were seized. The law dealing 
with these offenses is toolenient. Should 
cholera reach Austro-Hungary the number of 
victims will run into tens of thousands. 


A MENACE TO PARIS. 

Paris, Aug. 25.—The condition of many of 
the Jewish emigrants, who pass through the 
city, is suchthat should cholera break out 
amongthem it would finda fertile field for 
itsspread. The Jewish Commissioners here 
state that within a month 1,000 Jews, refu- 
gees from Russia, have passed through Paris, 
most of whom were on their way tothe 
United States. Those who have recently ar- 
rived here have been ina most filthy condl- 
tion. The places where they passed the 
night were madesodirty by their occupa- 
tion that it was found necessary to thorough- 
ly disinfect the premises after they had left. 


AT FNGLISH PORTS. 

LONDON, Aug. 24.—The local government 
board has sent inspectors to all the chief 
English ports empowered with full authority 
touse all means shortof quarantine to ex- 
clude cholera from the country. In addition 
totbe Sanitary Board a Special Prevention 
Committee is being formed. The greatest 
precautions are taken at Grimsby, through 
which port an average of 600 emigrants, 
chiefly Russian Jews pass, weekly.

ANXIETY AT MONTREAL. 
MONTREAL, Aug. 25.—Considerable uneasi- 
ness is felt here with reference to the prev- 
alence of cholera in Hamburg. Montreal 
being In direct communication with that 
port, steamers of the Hamburg American 
Packet Go, arriving here weekly from there, 
and cholera is liable to be imported into 
Montreal by these vessels any week, if ‘the 
utmostand immediate precautions are not 
taken for the safety ofthecity. Citizens are 
uneasy, and alleyesare turned toward the 
federal authorities, in whose hands the 
safety of the city Hes. The admittedly in- 
effective quarantine arrangements at Grosse 
Island, at present the only safeguard, rend- 
ers need of further action only the more 
pressing. The provincial heaith authorities 
are fully alive tothe crisis, but power to act 
is not in their hands. 


WATCHING THE PLAGUE, 


THE COMING OF CHOLERA WOULD RUIN THE 
WORLD’S FAIR. 


CHICAGO, Alg. 25.—Dr. F. W. Reilly, Secre- 
tary or the State Board of Health, arrived in 
the city this morning to confer with the 
health authorities of the city relative to pre- 
ventive measures against the introduction 
of cholera inthis State. He says thatif the 
disease should secure a foothold 
1u this city it would mean practical 
ruin to the World’s Fair; that 
one or two cases would be almost as in- 
jurious asa great many, as intending visit- 
ors would fearit. He suggests in case the 
disease appears at the State board that 
camps of detention and disinfecting plants 
be established at all points on the State line 
at which railroads enter, and thatevery im- 
migrant be detained and his clothing disin- 
fected. Hethinksit wpuld be economy for 
the Government to confiscate, burn and pay 
for the clothing of all immigrants on arrival. 


PRECAUTIONS AT PHILADEKPHSIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 25.—The Board of 
Health yesterday adopted regulations re- 
quiring that all vesssis arriving from cholera 
infected parts be stopped at Quarantine un- 
tilthoroughly disinfected. The first vessel 
to arrive from an infected port was the 
steamship Switzerland from Antwerp. On 
or out the officers found no sickness on board 
and passengers were permittedto enter the 
station. Thesteerage and hold will be thor- 
oughly disinfected and the steerage passen- 
gers, all West-bound immigrants, will be 
held until their bedding can be given them,

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 25.—A meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the Conference 
of State Board of Health has been called 
by Dr. J. N. McCormick of Bowling Green, 
President, at Indianapolis to-morrow, for 
the purpose of appointing a committee to 
inspect quarantine stations on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts as to their efficiency in 
preventing the introduction ofcholera from 
Europe.

OUT OF WORK. 


The Defeated Switchmen Looking for 
Employment. 


GRAND MASTER SWEENEY ASSAULTED 
BY A SIRIKER. 


Few Vacant Places in Sight for the Old 
Hands-—The Troops Will Soon Leave 
Buftalo—Traffic Resumed—Peace Pre- 
vails in Coal Oreek—Threatened Re- 
volt in Alabama—Labor News. 


BUFFALO, N. Y.. Aug. 25—Now that the 
switchmen’s strike is off, the question is 
worrying the men who went out whether the 
rallroads will take them back. It was given 
out last night that on several roads an under- 
standing to that effect had been arrived at, 
Arbitration Commissioner Donovan is quoted 
as saying: 

**T had interviews with the superintendents 
of the principal roads involved and requested 
them in the event of the strike being declared 
off, to give employmeat to as many men who 
were out on the strike as possible. The sup- 
erintendent of the Lehigh and Erie assured 
me that they would doso. I am not certain 
about the Central, but the other roads where 
the strike was sympathetic the men wiliall be 
taken back without question, lam sure,except 
such as have violated the law and forfeited 
the confidence of their employers by riotous 
conduct. On these assurances I recommend. 
ed to Mr. Sweeny that the strike be declared 
off. Our interview followed the conference 
which Mr. Sweeny had with Messrs. Sargent, 
Clark and Wilkinson. Mr. Sweeny was at 
first loth to giveup, but after laboring with 
him for two hours, he at.last consented, if he 
could get the acquiescence of the local 
switchmen. From other ‘sources it was 
learned that the Lackawanna will probably 
take back all their old men,’’ 

Supt. Fennelly of the Lehigh Valley, when 
asked if he would take the old men back, re- 
plied: 

**President McLeod's circular, issued a few 
days ago, holds good now. In itlIam given 
discretionary power. On our road about sev- 
enty-five or eighty men struck. There are 
now about twenty-five vacancies. We shail 
look around and see whothe men are who 
have kept away fromthe yards and have 
made no disturbances; these men stand a 
good show of getting back.’’ 

General Superintendent Bartlett of the 
Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburg, said: 

**We have men engaged and onthe way to 
take the strikers’ places and will have no 
vacancies. Wemay take back some of our 
old men, but it would hardly be consistent. 
We granted our men everything they asked 
for, but it seemed that they were determined 
to strike. Whenthey went out I discharged 
them and told them plainly that they had 
not acted fairly with the road,.’’ 

General Superintendent Cunniff of the Lake 
Shore said: 

**The relations between the men and the 
company have always been pleasant and I 
regretted that they saw fitto leave the ser- 
vice ofthe company. Wenow have eighty- 
five men at work. When they were employed 
it was with the understanding that, their 
places would be permanent. It would be 
unfair to these. men to discharge them to 
make room for former employes. They will 
give us a full force.’’ 

General Agent Knibloe of the Buffalo Creek 
Railroad is reported as having decided to 
take back the men on his road, as the work is 
such that it requires mén of wide experience 
to handle the work ofthatroad. It is prob- 
able that withinthe next forty-eight hours 
the troops will be on the homeward march. 
An order was sent tothe commanders ofthe 
various camps this morning giving directions 
how to proceed about breaking camp. There 
seems to beno chance of a grand military 


‘parade here, such as was proposed. Gens. 


Porter and Doyle think the scheme is not 
feasible. They do not want to ask the men to 
go through a hard day’s marching after their 
trials incamp, andin the second place the 
majority of the troops will take trains at 
their respective camps without coming into 
the city. 
SWEENEY ASSAULTED. 

At 11 o’clock this morning Grand Master 
Sweeney of the Switchmen’s Union was set 
upon by Arthur Quinn, a striking Nickel Plate 
switchman, and brutally assaulted. Mr. 
Sweeney and seventy-five switchmen had 
been attending the investigation ordered by 
the State Board of Arbitration and had left 
the hall and were standing at the corner of 
Swann and Main streets. Quinn approached 
aud told Sweeney he was responsible for the 
loss of hisjob. Before Sweeney had time to 
answer Quinn dealt him a_ fearful blow 
on the head and followed it up with 
several sledge-hammer blows in the 
face. Sweeney fell to the sidewalk and 
then Quinn kicked him several times. Sev- 
eral by-standers interfered and pulled Quinn 
off Sweeney. Quinnran away, followed by 
an angry mob of strikers. Quinn threatened 
to kill them if they followed him, and they 
stopped the chase. Sweeney walked to a 
drug store and bathed his face. He was un- 
able to tell whether his nose had been broken 
by the force of the blow, but the chances are 
thatit has. Hetold the reporter he did not 
know why Quinn had hit him but supposed 
it was becau3e he had lost his job by the fall- 
ure of the strike. Mr. Sweeney said it was 
the first timein the history of the order that 
he had been assaulted by a striker or any 
member of the switchmen’s organization. 
He had often heard tiireats against him but 
had never been touched bya man who was 
disappointed over the outcome of a strike. 
The assault, he said, was most cowardly and 
unprovoked, 

The evacuation of the railroad yards by the 
militia bas been ordered, and some of the 
troops are already leaving for home. 

Michael Broderick, a young man 18 years 
old, was shot this morning by 
a soldier of the Twenty-second 
Regiment at Ohio and Louisiana 
streets. The bullet struck himin the pit of 
the stomach, and he may die. He was teken 
to the Fitch Hospital. Broderick was among 
a small crowd who were throwing stones at 
the sentries. The latter fred, and Broderick 
was hit. 


REVOLT IN ALABAMA. 


FREE MINERS THREATEN CONVICT LABORERS 
NEAR BIRMINGHAM, 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 25.—Last night at 
about 12 o'clock Sheriff Morrow receiveda 
call from George Shorty, warden of the Coal 
Barge prison, asking for 100 men. He 
wanted them presumably for the pur- 
pose of protecting the convicts. The 
posse was organized immediately on receipt 
ofthe telegram, but before the Sheriff and 
men left the court-house a sec- 
ond telegram was received to 


the effect that all was quiet for 
the night and that the trouble might be ex- 
pected to-day. it has been known for some 
weeks past that the miners in this section

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug, 25.—Up to 8 
o’clock this afternoon no outbreak has oc- 
curred at Cole City, Ga., which is sixteen 
miles south of here over the Georgia line. 


Threats have been freely made by Tennessee 
miners to release 600 convicts at Cole City. 
It is said the miners are secretly 
mobilizing near the State line and an 
attack may be made to-night. Troops at 
Rome, Dalton and Atlanta are under 
arms, Considerable excitement exists 
here. A telegram received at noon from 
Superintendent of Prisoners Jones, who was 
at Cole City, says: ‘‘I arrived here at 1 
o’clock this morning and found the Sheriff 
of Dade County here with a_i small 
posse. Everything is quiet and we have 
things organjzed in shape. I 
am not apprehensive of any im- 
mediate trouble. Will remain to-day and 
look the field over and report anything that 
looks ugly.’’ If any attack is made, the 
probabilities are it will occur to-night. 


QUIET AT WHITESIDE.

ASK AN ADVANCE, 


RAILWAY TELEGRAPHERS WANT AN INCREASE 
OF WAGES—LABOR NEWS. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 25.—The telegraph 
operators employed by the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad in Baltimore, and whoare members 
of Division 17 of the Order of Railroad Teleg- 
raphers of the United States, have submit- 
ted a scheduie to the company foranadvance 
in wages. The schedule asks for an increase 
from $50 per month to $65 forthe operators 
employed in the general offices, and an in- 
crease of from $45 per month to $50 per month 
to the men in the biock stations. It is stated 
that the company is willing to compromise 
on balf asked for, but the operators are not 
satisfied. The new scheduie is to go into 
effect on Sept. 1. Itis claimed by the operat- 
tors of Division 17 that if they strike a gen- 
eral strike of operators will follow. 


THE CARNEGIE MILLS. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 25.—On account of 
the attempt made by the Carnegie Steel Co. 
to put their Twenty-ninth street mill 
in operation with non-union workmen yes- 
terday, the employes in the bumper depart- 


ment, 150 in number, came out this morning. 
These men are not members of the Amaiga- 
mated Association and have continued at 
work since the others came out la sympathy 
with the Homestead men. It was fully 
understood, however, that the bumper men 
would not work with any other than those 
formerly employed in the mill, and who 
were inembers of the Amalgamated Assocla- 
tion. Immediately after the bumper men 
came out to-day, the officials posted a notice 
that owing to lack of orders the mill had 
been closed temporarily. Every department 
of the Thirty-third street millis running to- 
day singleturn. The workin only two de- 
partments, bowever, is said to be a success. 


IN THE LUMBER TRADE.

ITO CONQUER A KING. 


French Troops Invading the Country of 
the Amazons, 


DESPOT BEHANZIN WILL BE DRIVEN 


FROM HI6 CAPITAL. 


Dahomey Soon to Become Tributary to 
France—The Ruler May Fall by the 
Hands of His Prieste—Movements of 
the Forces Under Command of Ool. 
Dobbs, 


PaRIs, Aug. 25.—The French squadgron off 
the Dahomey coast bombarded Whydah and 
other Dahomeyan ports about the beginning 
of the month and the French troops then 
proceeded on their expedition to the interior 
under command of Col. Dobbs, whose policy 
is to drive the King into a corner by vigorous 
action. With the first arrivalof reinforce- 
ments Col. Dobbs began to enlarge the circle 
of the outposts, while fortifying at the same 
time the old positions. He opened two new 
roads, one from Porto Novo to Sakete, 
on the Adjara River, near the 
British frontier at Lagos, the other 
binding Porto Novoto Dangbo, a place be- 
tween the Oueme andthe Adjara, near the 
spot where Capt. Oudard was killed in 1890. 
It is said that envoys from the neighboring 
tribes have offered their co-operation 
against the Dahomeyans. Great enthusiasm 
prevails. Numerous desertions are taking 
place from the Dahomey army on account of 
hunger and fear. The fine season will last 
until Oct. 15. Col. Dobbs has 8,000 men, De- 
ing a sufficient force to hold the different 
stations independent ofthe support of the 
ships anchored at Kotonouand Grand Popo. 
Kotonou and Porto Novo are now ina 
thorough state of defense, and Grand Popo 
is occupied. The Sane, the Talisman, and 
other ships are free to cruise about and itis 
calculated that they will be able to maintain 
the blockade in a very effective manner. 

A COMMERCIAL PARADISE. 

Father Dorgerie, the missionary who con- 
cluded the treaty with Behangin, in which the 
latter consented to recognize the French pro- 
tectorate on the coast forthe consideration 
of a subsidy of 20,000 francs per annum, has 
been interviewed at Nantes, wherehe re- 
sides. Hedrew a picture of Dahomey, the 
conquest of which he advocates, which rep- 
resents itasa commercial paradise. It isa 
very rich country, he says, coveted both by 
the English at Lagos and the Germans at 
Togon. In French hands he considers ita 
veritable treasure, ‘‘Thus,’’ he remarked, 
**Kotonou, which only containstwo French 
commercial houses anda telegraphic station, 
produced in 1890, when, owing to the war, 
business was slack, a revenue of 850,000 
francs.’’ 

Several companies of the foreign legation 
have been sent from Algeria to Senegal to re- 
place the Senegalese rifemen dispatched to 
Dahomey. 

The Senegal contingent consists of 400 men 
formed into three companies. They are 
mostly veteran warriors, many of them being 
covered with scars, received very likely in 
fighting against the French. These troops 
are quite distinct from the reguiar tiralleurs 
of Senegal, who are completely fused with 
the Frencharmy. These form the main body 
of the Dahomey expedition, 

Col. Dobbs has full reliance in their mili- 
tary qualities. The expedition under Col. 
Dobbs, advancing from Porto Novo for 
Abomey, will pass from Afame, Oboa, Agany 
and Kana-Gome, where Behanzin has his 
military camp. The decisive action, it Is an- 
ticipated, wili take place there, and the tak- 
ing of Kana-Gome will be the end of hostili- 
ties. King Behanzin will probabiy fly tothe 
upper river, unless his priests poison him, 
an event which appears not improbable, asa 
King of Dahomey must never be conquered. 

Abomey, the capital of King Behanzin, is 
about seventy miles from the nearest point 
on the coast. It stands ina region of fertile, 
undulating plains. To the northward the 
country fs hilly. Totiie southward there are 
swamps, and a belt of forest, reaching to the 
marshy and shallow lagoons near the coast. 

CAUSE OF THE WAR. 

This war has been brought about by viola- 
tion of piedges On the part of Behanzin. At 
the close ofthe war of 1889, France made a 
treaty with the King by which, In considera- 
tion of an annual pension of 20,000 francs, he 
recognized France’s rights along the coast, 
and agreed to stop his raidsinto the French 
protectorate of Porto Novo, long the favorite 
hunting ground of Dahomeyan rulers for 
slaves and victims to sacrifice in their fetich 
rites. Late last fall theK ing violated his 
agreement by sending expeditions into Porto 
Novo, where they surprised several unsus- 
pecting towns and dragged hun- 
dreds of people to Abomey. When 
the Lieutenant Governor of the French 
colony protested the king sent an 
insolent letter, declaring that he recognized 
no treaty, that he had a right in Porto Novo 
because his fathers for ages had been the 
suzerains of that coarse, and that he should 
continue his foraysif he chose Decause all 
the region occupied by the French belonged 
tohim;and yet as he knew very well his 
grandfather, King Gelele, fourteen years ago 
gaveuptoFrance all rights tothe port of 
Kotonou, and he himself had recognized 
France’s claims in Porto Novo. The young 
man has since sent word tothe French that 
if they touch one of his townsin the interior 
he will at once destroy Porto Novo anid all 
the French posts. He was carried away with 
an idea of his powerand the prowess of his 
amazons and undoubtedly believed he could 
drive the French into the sea. 

WILL BE SUBJUGATED. 

The prospect is that within a few months 
the Kingdom of Dahomey will be completely 
subjectto France. The conquest of Ashan- 
tee by the British putan endtothe human 
sacrifices which made the Ashantee capitala 
Golgotha, and the subjection of Dahome 
will no doubt be followed bya similar tri- 
umph of Christian enlightenment over the 
most brutal barbarism. The amazons also 
will disappear—that one picturesque feature 
which has served to divert attention in part 


from the horrible spectacle of the Abomey 
sacrifices. 


APPEALS TO ENGLAND. 


THE AMEER AGAIN ASKS FOR AID AGAINST RUS- 
SIAN AGGRESSION. 


SIMLA, Aug. 25.—The Ameer of Afghanistan 
has sent to the Government of India a copy 
of a report made by Col. Yanoff, commander 
of the Russian forces in the Pamir country in 
the recent fight between the Russians and 
Afghans at Somatash. Ool, Yanoff declares 
that the Afghans first attacked the Russians 
who only acted in self-defence in fring upon 
them. The Ameer in his own account of the 
fight, which was with Col. Yanoff, reports 
that the Russians surrounded the camp of 
the Afghans and were the aggressors. The 
Ameer concluded his account with an ap- 
peal tothe Indian Government to aid him 
against the Russians.

HOME RULE BILL. 


IMPORTANT FEATURES OF THE MEASURE TO BE 
PROPOSED BY GLADSTONE. 


LonpDon, Aug. 25.—The Chronicle announces 
the following as the main features of the 
Home Rule bill agreed upon by Gladstone, 
McCarthy and Dillon: 

1. That the present land legislation shall not be 
disturbed for five years. 

2. Thatthe balance of the Irish church fund shall 
be at the disposal of the Irish Legislature. 

3. Thatthe police andthe judiciary shall be in 
the hands of the Dublin Parliament. 

4. That the English Receiver General of the bill 
of 1886 be dispensed with. 

5. That, on the other hand, there shall be only one 
customs aepariment and that the Irish Parliament 
shall not have power to levy separate duties. 

6, That the only veto shall be the royal! veto, tobe 
exercised on the advice of the English Ministry. 

7 ‘That thirty Irish memoers shall be retained at 
Westminster. 

The Chronicle believes that Mr. Gladstone 
abandoned with great reluctance the idea of 
a Receiver General in deference to the 
wishes of the McCarthyites. 

The Parnellite executive in London have 
decided to do their utmost to secure the re- 
election to Parliament of John Morley, Mr. 
Gladstone’s Chief Secretary for Ireland. 

The Times thinks that. Mr. Iabouchere 
played to be excluded from the Ministry to 
enable him to pose as a martvr. 

‘*It is probabie,’’ says the Times, ‘‘that Mr. 
Gladstone, finding Mr. Labouchere disin- 
clined to jointhe Ministry, desired to have 
his non-acceptance recorded in writing.

Labouchere might at least remember that 
the Queen Is precluded by her position from 
defending herself. The whole affair shows 
Mr. Laboucnere’s unfitness to enter the Cabi-

ADDRESS OF THE ILLINOIS CONGRESSMAN AT 
DETROIT. ‘ 

DeTrRoIT, Mich., Aug. 25.—More than 10,000 

persons assembied to-day in the grounds of 

the Detroit International Fair & Exposition 


‘ Oo., it being ‘‘Political Day’’ and there being 


present prominent speakers of the different 
parties, who made addresses of some length 
in favor of their respective political beliefs. 

Ex-Con- 
gressman Dupnellof Minnesota represented 
the Republican party and was well received 
Dy those present. Col. Norton of Chicago 
made a strong speech in favor of the 
People’s party crusade and was followed by 
Congressman Wm. M. Springer from Illinois, 
who received a flattering reception when he 
arose to speak on behalf of Democracy. 

Mr. Springer, having made a brief intro- 
G@uctory statement, proceeded to discuss na- 
tional politics, and especially the tarifm. He 
said: 

One of the stock arguments of the protectionists is 
that under the system of protection, which has pre- 
vailed inthiscountry for more than a quarter of a 
century, our country has been brought to the front 
vank in agriculture, in mining and in manufactures. 

If protection has aécomplished so much forour 
country and people, it must be heid responsible for 
the evils which have sprung up under it, and which 
it seems rather to foster than to abate. 

» Turning to the bureau of statistics of the Treasury 
Department, I find that during the bast twenty-five 
ears, while protection has prevailed in all its vigor, 
st as its friends would have it, a vast army of indi- 
viduals, firms and corporations in the United States, 
smounting in mumbers to nearly two hundred thou- 
sand, have succumbed to the pressure of hard times 
end have conein bankruptcy. Their aggregate lia- 
bilities hay eexceeded $3,500,000,000. But this 
fe not all. If appears that the number of com- 
mercial failures increased in 1891 as compared with 
the. year 1889, the year before the passing of the 
McKinley bill, 12 per cent, and the liabilities in- 
The McKinley law did not im- 
prove the financial situation. On the contrary, it 
seems to have added fuel to the flame. 
STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS. 

From 1846 to 1800, a period of fifteen years of low

Nearly half ofthem were getting only 14 cents an 
hour, or $1.12 for eight hours’ work Less than 10 
per cent of the employes owned the houses in 
which tney lived, and those living in the company's 
houses have been summarily evicted since the strike 
began.

George A. Vincent Will Have to Re- 
main in Sing Sing. 


RELEASED FROM JEFFERSON CITY ONLY 
TO SERVE ANOTHER SENTENCE. 


New York Officers Here to Take Him 
Back When His Term Expires Satur- 
day—A Man Who Forged and Floated 
$500,000 Worth of Rallroad Bonds— 
Another Noted Criminal. 


The arrival in St. Louis this morning from 
Chicago of James Jackson and Thomas F. 
Adams, two State detectives from New York, 
recalls to mind the arrest of one of the 
most noted criminals the world has ever 
known. On Saturday next at 10 o’clock 
George A. Vincent, alias Sherwood, will be 
released from the Missour! State Pent- 
tentiary after serving a ten-year 
term, only to be placed once more 
under arrest by Detectives Adams and Jack- 
son and hurried backtothe State of New 
York, where he will be confinedin Sing Sing 
Prison to serve out a fifteen 
years’ sentence. Vincent for thirty 
years past has been recognized 
asone of the shrewdest and most expert 
forgers that the States have ever known, and 
his daring adventures and bold forgeries 
have caused the railroads of the United 
States tosuffer more than the accidents of 
the past decade. 

A GIGANTIC FORGERY. 

He was engaged for months in making out 
bonds against New York railroads,and in the 
fall of 1872 he floated over $500,000 worth of 
forged bonds of the New York Centraland 
the Buffalo, New York & Lake Erie roads. 
The railroads were not aware of the gigantic 
fraud until every bond had been 

urchasead and the perpetrator had 

ed. The crime was laid to Vincent, who 
then wept by thename of Perrin, and the 
best detective talent inthe country was put 
work on the case to look him and his 
up, who were such noted 
as Walter Sterrit, allas 
Sheridan, Steve Raymond, Valentine Gleason, 
alias Canada, A. L. Roberts, Joha Olmstead, 
an engineer, Vernon Hutig, John Olmstead, 
Thomas Cassidy and Dr. Blaisaell. Out of 
this mumber only nine were arrested, but 
they showed Vincent’s house to the 
detectives. He wastoo shrewd, however, 
to come back to New York and he made the 
round of the world. going to Germany, thence 
to Montreal, and striking the United. States 
at San Francisco. On all his traveis the sieuth 
hounds ofthis and the old countr were 
hounding him, but he managed by good 
judgment to keepa monthin advance of his 
pursuers. 
A BIG SCHEME. 

While knowing that he was being fol- 
lowed, he never became rattied, and dur- 
ing his travels he was ayn plans 
which, if he had succeeded in car- 
rying out, would have ruined the 
Central Pacific. He had prepared $100,000 
worth of 7 percent gold bonds of the Call- 
fornia & Oregon branch of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, and in 1875 he was captured 
in New York while disposing of them at 
the Rollins Bros. Bankon Wall street. The 
news flashed over the wire to all parts of the 
world that Vincent had been captured and 
would receive a long term in Sing Sing Prison. 
Detectives, policemen and railroad officials 
congratulated the officers who made the ar- 
rest,on having captured one of the shrewdest 
counterfeiters and forgers known to the pres- 
ent generation. Vincent was tried and con- 
victed on three counts, receiving a sentence 
of fifteen years in the penitentiary. 

HIS ESOAPE. 

New York rested easy and Vincent’s name 
had nearly been forgotten uantil one morn- 
ingallof New York was startled by the an- 
nouncement that Vincent had burned the 
bakery department of Sing Sing Prison and 
escaped. nce more the sleuth hounds were 
: ut on his track and he was chased all over 
he United States. Realizing that the best 
talent in the land was on his trail, he sailed 
.for Scotland, t had no sooner

Then 
he was given a ticket of leave. 
He played his old games forawhile after his 
release in London and sailed for Montreal, 
he was recognized by a New Yorker, who 
gave notice tothe New York detectives, and 
another long chase was the result, he 
leading the sieuth hounds from Montreal to 
San Francisco, thence to Florida, all through 
the South and to New Orleans, where he 
forged some drafts on the State Bank 
under the name of Stevens. The detectives 
learning of his presence in New Orleans 
flocked in there by the dozen, but Vincent had 
fled, coming to St. Louis. 


RIS CAPTURE AND CONVICTION HERE. 


He had not been in this city over five hours 
before he appeared at the Boatmen’s Savings 
Bank, then on Second and Pine streets, 
and presented a forged draft for 
$6,500and was fixing up the papers when 
Detectives Tucker and Tracy walked in and 
placed him under arrest. The 4th ot March, 
1885, he was sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary by Judge 
Van Wagoner, then Judge of the Criminal 
Court. On Saturday morning next at 
10 o’clock he will be released only to 
travel from Missouri to New York to look into 
a dark cell of Sing Sing prison, where he will 
be confined fifteen years. 

Vincent is now 50 years of age,and has been 
a model prisoner since he has been 
in the Missouri Penitentiary. For the 
past year he has been looking forward with 
great interest to his release, and has stated 
that his daysof crime werea thing of the 
past,that he intended to settledown. He 
will be taken direct to Sing Sing prison, how- 
ever, On his release. 


*‘*BOQUET’’ JOHNNY’S RELEASE. 


To-morrow another noted character will 
be released from the penitentiary 
who is well-known all over the 
United States as one of the smoothest 
confidence men that ever roamed the fleld of 
crookedness. His name is Johnny Beau- 
cleigh or better known as Boguet Johnny. 
Beaulcleigh was born an reared in 
New York and when _é quite young 
was employed on the New York Sun, it is 
said, as a reporter, and won local fame asa 
journalist. e@ was quite a favorite of Ohas.

He was 
then adimitted to bail when he jumped his 
bond and left for Canada. Thinking the 
trouble had all blown over, two years 
afterwards he ventured into the States 
and while on a train en route to Niagara 

Falis, he walked intoatrain where two Pin- 
kerton detectives were riding with 
a prisoner by the name of Doano- 
hoe. The latter recognized ‘‘Bouquet 
Jolnny,’’ asheiscalied by all crooks, and 
having a grudge against him, shouted to the 
detectives: 

‘*There’s Bouquet Johnny; he is wanted in 
Missouri, and a reward of $2,500 is offered for 
his arrest.’’

THE WORLD'S LAWS 


Meeting of the American Bar Associa- 
tion at Saratoga. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTTEE ON IN- 
TERNATIONAL LAW. 


The Annual Address Delivered by John 
Randolph Tucker of Virginia—Prece- 
dents in Questions Involving the 
Honor of Nations—Criminal Law and 
Method of Procedura. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 25.—The American 
Bar Association reconvened this morning and 
listened to the learned address which was de- 
livered by John Randolph Tucker of Virginia. 
The reports of the standing and special com- 
mittees were received, the most important 
of which was the report of the committee on 
international law. 

The report is as follows: 


By resolution adopted atthe last meeting of the 
association the committee on international iaw was 
directed to report at the next meeting whether any 
legislation by Congress is desirable and practicable 
to give the courts of the United States jurisdiction 
over criminal prosecutions for acts of violence ‘othe 
persons or property of aliens, committed "by citizens 
of the United states. 
Tho scope of the inquiry has been very broad and 
the committee has been aided by reports of a very 
intelligent debate in the United States Senate in 
May last upon a bill intended to give to the Federal 
courts the jurisdiction contemplated by the resolu- 
tion. While the speeches then delivered were in 
the main less extended than is usual in that body, 
they contain most of the arguments which are 
naturally advanced both for and against the pro- 
posed legislation. This issofar true thata report 
upon the subject must necessarily include arga- 
ments advanced in that debate. 
The subject was broughtto the attention of Con- 
grene by aparagraphin the annual message of the 

resident. Asaresultof the suggestion contained 
in this paragraph, which referred to the New Or- 
leans lynchings, a bill was reported providing that 
any act committed in any State or Territo of the 
United States. in violation of rights of a eleigen or 
subject of a foreign country secured to such eitizen 
or subject by treaty between tne United States and 
such toreign country, which action constituted a 
like crimé against the peace and dignity of the 
United States, punishable in like manner asin the 
courts of said state or Territory and within the pe- 
riod limited by the laws of such State or Territory 
and may be prosecuted in the courts of the United | 
States, and uponconvictton the sentence executed 
in like manner assentencss upon convictions for 
crimes under the laws of the United States. 

THE MAFIA INCIDENT. 

The report then proceeds: 
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to await trial, to which Mr. Webster replied 
that ‘‘in the United States, as in England, persons 
confined under judicial process can be released from 
that confinement only by judicial process.’’ 


WEBSTER’S POSITION. 

The committee refersto the Spanish out- 
rage Case at New Orleans in 1851, in which 
a demand was made by the Spanish Govern- 
ment for reparation, as follows: 


Mr. Webster, then Secretary of the State Depart- 
ment, considered that for theinsult to the Consul 
and his loss of property reparation should be made, 
and that the flag of Spain should be saluted upon the 
arrival of his successor as a demonstration of respect 
and to signify the sense entertained by our Govern- 
ment of the injustice to the Consul and the insult to 
the Spanish flag. With respect, however. to the 
loss of individuals, Mr. Webster says: ‘*While, 
therefore, the losses of individuals, private Spanish 
subjects, are greatly to be regretted, yet itis under- 
stood that many American citizens suffered 
equal losses from the aine causes and 
these rivate individuals, subjects of 
her Catholic Magesty coming yoluntarily to reside 
in the United States, have certainly no cause of 
complaintif they are protected by the same laws 
and the same administration of law as native born 
citizens of this country. They have, in fact, some 
advantages over thé citizens in the Statein which 
they happen to be, inasmuch as they are enahied, 
until they become citizens themselves, to prosecute 
for ney done their personal property in the courts 
+ — nited States or the State Courts at their 
election. 


The report reviews the riots at Key West 
Fla., the Chinese outrages in the West an 
other international cases in which the prin- 
ciple iaid down by the United States that re- 
dress forsuch grievances must be through 
the regulartribunals is maintained, notably 
by the British Governmentin a very promi- 
nent case. It then goes on to say: 


CRIMINAL LAW AND PROCEDURE. 

The bill pending in the Senate already quoted is 
very general in its terms and simply adopts the crim- 
inal law of each State giving to the Federal courts 
jurisdiction forthe prosecution of any act which 
constitutes a crime under the law of the State when 
committed in violation of the rights secured to a cit- 
izen or a subject of a foreign country with whose 
government we are in treaty relations. This 1s 
stated more broadly than the language of the act 
would seem to warrant, but not more so than the 
claims of the advocates of the bill as to its scope and 
purpose. Itis hardly tobe expected that, if this 
course of legislation be embarked upon, Congress 
would undertake the enactment of a new and uni- 
form system of criminal law and procedure. We 

refore, assume that any bill likely to be 
would he a general one of the character of 
hat now pending.

In the name of right and humanity let not free, en-

large her usefulness; that which will impart to her 
greater ability to be the helper and co-worker with 
men underali circumstances and conditions; that 
which alone will make woman man’s equal before 
the law, and place in her hands the most efiicient 
weapon with which to defend her rights and protect 
herhome.

If it be necessary to have organi- 
gations asadefense against capital or competing 
labor, such organizations should be authorized and 
regulated by law. 


SPRINGER’S SPEECH.

If protection has aécomplished so much for our 
country and peopie, it must be heid responsible for 
the evils which have sprung up under it, and which 
it seems rather to foster than to abate. 
> Turning to the bureau of statistics of the Treasury 
Department, I find that during the bast twenty-five 

, while protection has prevailed in all its vigor, 
st as its friends would have it, a vast army of indi- 
viduals, firms and corporations in the United States, 
in mWumbers to nearly two hundred thou- 
sand, have succumbed to the pressure of hard times 
endbave conein bankruptcy. Their aggregate lia- 
bilities hayeexceeded $3,500,000,000. But this 
fe not all. If appears that the number of com- 
mercial failures increased in 1891 as compared with 
the.year 1889, the year before the passing of the 
McKinley bill, 12 per cent, and the liabilities in- 
eneased 27 per cent. The McKinley law did not im- 
prove the financial situation. On the contrary, it 
seems to have added fuel to the flame.

He had not been In this city over five hours 
before he appeared at the Boatmen’s Savings 
Bank, then on Second and Pine streets, 
and presented a forged draft for 
$6,500and was fixing up the papers when 
Detectives Tucker and Tracy walked in and 
placed him under arrest. The 4th ot March, 
1885, he was sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary by Judge 
Van Wagoner, then Judge of the Criminal 
Court. On Saturday morning next at 
10 o’clock he will be released only to 
travel from Missouri to New York to look into 
a dark cell of Sing Sing prison, where he will 
be confined fifteen years. 

Vincent is now 50 years of age,and has been 
a model prisoner since he has been 
in the Missouri Penitentiary. For the 
past year he has been looking forward with 
great interest to his release, and has stated 
that his daysof crime werea thing of the 
past,that he intended to settledown. He 
will be taken direct to Sing Sing prison, how- 
ever, on his release. 


‘*ROQUET’’ JOHNNY’S RELEASE.

THE WORLD'S LAWS 


Meeting of the American Bar Associa- 
tion at Saratoga. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTTEE ON IN- 
TERNATIONAL LAW. 


The Annual Address Delivered by John 
Randolph Tucker of Virginia—Prece- 
dents in Questions Involving the 
Honor of Nations—Criminal Law and 
Method of Procedure, 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 25.—The American 
Bar Association reconvened this morning and 
listened to the learned address which was de- 
livered by Join Randolph Tucker of Virginia. 
The reports of the standing and special com- 
mittees were received, the most important 
of which was the report of the committee on 
international law. 

The report is as follows: 


By resolution adopted atthe last meeting of the 
association the committee on international law was 
directed to report at the next meeting whether any 
legislation by Congress is desirable and practicable 
to give the courts of the United States jurisdiction 
over criminal prosecutions for acts of violence tothe 
persons or property of aliens, committed by citizens 
of the United states. 

Tho scope of the inquiry has been very broad and 
the committee has been aided by reports of a very 
imtelligent debate in the United States Senate in 
May last upon a bill intended to give to the Federal 
courts the jurisdiction oquteepianed by the resolu- 
tion. While the speeches then delivered were in 
the main less extended than is usual in that body, 
they contain most of the arguments which are 
naturally advanced both for and against the pro- 
posed legislation, This issofar true thata report 
upon the subject must necessarily include arga- 
ments advanced in that debate. 

rhe subject was broughtto the attention of Con- 

ess by a paragraphin the annual message of the 

resident. Asaresultof the suggestion contained 
in this paragraph, which referred to the New Or- 
leans lynchings, a bill was reported providing that 
any act committed in any State or Seceineey of the

CRIMINAL LAW AND PROCEDURE.

committed in violation of the rights secured to a cit- 
izen or a subject of a foreign country with whose 
government we are in treaty relations. This is 
stated more broadly than the language of the act 
would seem to warrant, but not more so than the 
claims of the advocates of the bill as to its scope and 
purpose. Itis hardly tobe expected that, if this 
course of legislation be embarked upon, Congress 
would undertake the enactment of a new and uni- 
form system of criminal law and poosneee We 
may. therefore, assume that any bill likely to be

DEMOCRATS DISCUSS THE OUTLOOK.

Talks Witn the Candiflates and the State 
Committeemen — The Clark-Norton 
Wrangle to Be Investigated To-Mor- 
row—Programme for To-Night’s Big 
Meeting—Colored Republicans Retali- 
ate—Political Matters. 


To-night the Democratic State campaign 
Will be formally opened with a big demon- 
stration at Exposition Music Hall. 
At this meeting Col. William =<J. 
Stone, the nominee for Governor, will make 
the leading address, and it will in reality be 
one of the most important of all the 
Speeches he will make in whe canvass. 
He will confine himself to Stato 
issues and will make a reply to the charges 
against the Democracy made by Maj. Warner 
in his Sedalia opening address. In that ae- 
monstration Warner sought §0 prove 
that the Republicans had given the 
State better government when they were in 
control during the war and reconstruction 
period than has since been given by 
the Democracy. Col. Stone’s reply 
will be Salty in many respects and 
he will not hesitate tocall a spade a spade 
when he lets himself loose at Maj. Warner’s 
statements. The meeting will be an import- 

one for other reasons. On the 
stage will be all the nominees and 
leading Democrats from all parts of the State. 
Music Uall has been decorated ona grand 
scale by the Business Men’s Club, which was 
given charge of the arrangements by the 
State and City Committees. The club 
has worked with an energy, and if the mem- 
bers do not mistake in their calculations it 
will be one of the largest political demonstra- 
tions ever seen in the city. All the Demo- 
cratic clubs in tne city have agreed to attend 
and ifthe crowd should become larger than 
the capacity of the hall there will be an 
overfiow meeting for those unable to obtain 
admission. 

BRILLIANTLY LIGHTED STRERFTS. 

The Fall Festivities Association will have all 
the illuminations turned on to test the pipes 
and wires and the candidates and speakers 
will get a good view of the many colored de- 
signs in their ride tothe hall. At 7:30 0’clock 
a string of carriages will be sent 
to the Laclede Hotel, where the candi- 
dates and speakers will be assembled. 
A committee repres enting the Business Men’s 
Association will be in charge and will assign 
the Democratic leaders the seats arrangea 
for them. Col. stone, the Gubernatorial 
nominee, will ride in the (first car- 
riage accompanied by Marcus Bernhelimer, 
President of the Business Men’s Club; Col. 
Dick Dalton and Mayor Noonan. Gov. 
Francis will come next with United States 
Senators George G. Vest and “Francis 
M. Cockrell. The other leaders, 
speakers, candidates and the Sen- 
ate Committeemen will follow in 
open conveyances. The Young Democracy, 
an organization of 200 young men, mostly 
first voters, with a band, will perform the 
escort duty. The procession will leave 
the Laclede Hotel at 7:30 o’clock and will 
move east to Broadway, north to Olive and 
west tuthe Music Hall. At Seventh street, 
the Business Men’s Association and the 
Democrats of the Western Commercial 
Travelers’ Association, marshaled by Col. 
James Bannerman, will gei in line 
and march with the processionto the Expo- 
sition hall. The Democratic clubs through- 
out the city will march direct from their 
various headquarters to the hall. The 
original plan of having a big parade 
was dispensed with on account of the 
time that would be consumed before the 
speaking could be started.

WILL INVESTIGATE TO-MORROW. 

The State Committee has an important 
task before it as soon asit gets through with 
the campaign opening. To-morrow it will 
take up the returns in the Ninth Congres- 
sional District and passuponthe Montgom- 
ery County primary held last Saturday. Ac- 
cording tothe returns the county went for 
Champ Olark by nine majority, though 
at the former primary it went 
strongly for Dick Nerton. - The 
Norton forces claim that enough Norton 
votes were refused to give him the county, 
amd it is to settle this trouble that the State 
Committee will meet to-morrow. Norton 
spent some time at the headquarters and 
Clark will be here to-night. if the 
State Committee decides not to interfere in 
the Montgomery County squabbie, there will 
bea bitter fight at the convention which 
meets next Tuesday in St. Charles. The Nor- 
ton delegation will enter its contest, and 
there will be a long drawn-out bitter wrangle 
before the Credentials Committee. As 
matters now stand Clark will get the nom- 
ination if he is allowed ‘ontgomery. If it Is 
taken away from himand given to Norton, 
the latter will get it. Factional feeling 
bas been running so high in_ the 
district that it is now feared that no 
matter whether it goes for Norton or Clark 
it will be carried by Coi, **Bill’’ Morsey of 
Warren County, the Republican nominee, 
despite the fact that the majority is some- 
thing like 2,500 Democratic. 

A TYPICAL VEST INTERVIEW. 

At l0o’clock this morning Senator Geor 
G. Vest came strolling leisurely down the 
broad stairway leading from the parlor floor 
ofthe Southern.

Not two minutes afterhe had ap as 
abo Senator Vest was seated as 
the center of ai $lIittle group of 
waiting Democrats of which National Com- 
mitteeman ‘‘Griff’’ Prather, ex-Confederate 
Maj. ‘‘Jim’’ Bannerman, and ‘**Tom’’ Con- 
nors of Joplin, Mo., were the principal o % 
ufes. It may be that the group then fell 
discussing State affairs of weight, but ‘if so 
it was pe also that a good story edgéd 
its way in every now and then, for the laugh- 
ter that rose at frequent intervals was suchas 
could have been caused only by one of those 
political or campaign stories, upon which 
rests a good prcnorties of Senator Vest’s 
popularny. The symposium at the Southern 
asted for about halfan hour. At the expira- 
tion of that time Maj. Bannerman arose 
Senator Vest followed suit, and witha word 
of parting to the rest of the group, those 
two made their way from the South- 
ern tothe Laclede Hotel, where wemocracy 
ure and undaefiled ruled the roost. There 
enator Vest found his colleague, Senator 
Cockrell, and the forenoon was spent in 
shaking hands with the apparently endless 
line of Democrats that poured into the Demo- 
cratic headquarters to meet the ‘‘big guns’’ 


of the State. 

But, although in the best of spirits, 
Senator Vest still caried with him 
his **trade mark’’ of aversion 
to newspaper interviews. During a lall 
in the reception at the Laclede a Post-DIs- 
PATOUW reporter made the usual attempt in 
this direction with the usual result. 

**Have you a minute to spare, Senator?’’ 

**Oertainly,’’ was the obliging response, 
**what can I do for you?’’ 

‘*We would like to have an expression from 
you on the present outlook of _ the 
national campaign, Senator, the political 
effect of the widespread labor troubles, 
the main issue, in your view of the presiden- 
tial race,and what you think of the prospects 
for Cleveland’s election?’’ 

A disheartened senatorial grunt greeted 
this catalogue. 

**Good gracious, you want an interview for 
a newspaper, is that it?’’ asked Senator 
Vest, witb a vicious tug at the brim of his 
gray hat. ‘‘My dear sir, I thought there was 
something else I could do for you. You must 
excuse me for declining to be interviewed. I 
really cannot talk just now.’’ 

**What do you think of the situation in Mis- 
souri, Senator?’’ 

**Couldn’t say anything about it,’’ came 
the politely regretfulanswer. ‘‘I have just 
got here; I haven’t studied the ground fuily, 
so I couldn’t say anythingof interest. You 
will really have to excuse me from being in- 
terviewed to-day. Some other time, may he, 
I’ll have somethingto say,’’ and then the 
Senator shook hands witha constituent and 
retired into a corner for a confidential chat 
with the newcomer. 

COL. DALTON TALKS. 

Col. ‘**Dick’’ Dalton wasat the Laclede 
bright and early this morning, and stayed 
there throughout the forenoon. He has just 
come back from atourofr campaign speech- 
making through the ‘‘ Kingdom of Callaway’’ 
andthe adjacent principalities, and talked 
triumphant Democracy as enthusiastically 
as though he had been the successful candi- 
date forthe Democratic gubernatorial nomi- 
nation. 

**Of course the counties I have been in are 
mostly Democratic strongholds,’’ he said to 
a@ Post- DISPATCH reporter, **but from what I 
learn of the State in general the chances for 
a big Democratic majority for Stone are ex- 
cellent. No mancan estimate the probable 
majority, however, gs the third party 
vote is an unknown quantity that dis- 
turbs all calculations. It is impossible 
to say what the third party 
vote will be. It would seem that farmers 
whose convictions and sympathies have al- 
ways been with the Democratic party should 
still go with that party, but when the point 
of divergence is reached between the third 
party and Democratic views on tne many 
questions, it may be thatthe farmers will go 
with the third party, owing to their belief 
that the currency issue is the _ vital 
question of the day. It is a fact 
that the organization of the Third party has 
been made strongest in those parts of the 
State that have always been Democratic 
stroncholds. This, I think, is the work ofthe 
Republicans who count on the farmers’ de- 
fection from Democratic ranks for Republican 
chances of success. I do not think, 
however, that the scheme will mater'!- 
ally affect the final result. As for 
Leonard, the Third party candidate for Gov- 
ernor, I have personally the warmest regard 
for him, but he is wofuliy mistaken in his 
views on public questions oftheday. Heisa 
strong and popular man, however. 

‘*The Republicans are making many 
groundiess claims for Maj. Warner, 
especially as regards Warner’s strength 
with disaffected Democrats. I have 
read those _ stories about Democratic 
Warner cluods having been organized 
throughout the State, but Ido not believe a 
word ofthem. Not only have I never run 
across any trace of the actual existence of 
such a club, but I have never yet seena 
Democrat who said he intended _ vot- 
ing for Warner. Such Democrats 
exist only in Republican imagina- 
tions. I do not know what the 
er ager at present inthe cities and large 
towns of the State, but I think the Democrats 
are all rightin the country districts. If there 
was any way Ofarriving at what the strength 
of the Third party vote actually is, then we 
could calculate toa fraction the Democratic 
majority. As between Democracy and Re- 
publicanism, Missouri is overwhelmingly 
Democratic.’’ 

Gov. Francis arrived inthecity this morn- 
ing, but was not visible at Democratic bead- 
quarters during the torenoon. Rev. Pope 
Yeaman and Lieut.-Gov. Claycomb are also 
here, but they, too, were late in joining thé 
Laclede gathering. 

COL. STONE 18 PLEASED. 

Col. Stone putin the entire forenoon in his 
room on the parlor floor of the Laclede dic- 
tating letters to his secretary, Al Morrow 
of Warrensburg. He was interrupted 
frequently by callers and made it a point to 
givea minute ortwoto everybody. Among 
his visitors was a delegation from the busi- 
ness men and commercial travelers, headed 
by Col. Bannerman, Murray Carleton, 
W. H. MceCiain and P.H. Degnan. When a 
Post-DISPATCH representative asked him 
what he thougotof the situation he said: 
**Since the convention I have been in guitea 
number of places and I have 
been kindly received everywhere. In my 
judgment Missouri is as safely Democratic as 
ever, andthata splendid majority will be 
recorded in November. Of course we must 
make a good effective campaign though and 
see that our friends turn out 
fullforce onthe day of the election.’’ Col. 
Stone had little to say about his speech 
which he will deliver this evening. He said 
that he would talk State matters, and would 
pay particular attention to some of 
the statements and _. statistics offered 
by Maj. Warner in Sedalia last 
mouth in his so-called ‘‘New Missouri Ora- 
tion.’’ There were certain things, Col. 
Stone said in the career of the Republican 
party in Missouri during its control of State 
affairs that Maj. Warner appeared to have 
overlooked. ‘These points, he added, would 
be brought out in his address. He would aim 
to supply that part of the history of Kepub- 
lican ascendency in Missouri hat Maj. 
Warner had left untold. 

Col, Stone has been at work looking up the 
record of Maj. “arner’s party when it had 
charge ofthe State, particularly the heavy 
indebtedness. it saddled on the people; the 
Rodman method of counting votes cast by 
Democrats and other salient points. In view 
of all this Col. Stone’s speech will be, as one 
of his friends intimated this morning, in the 
nature of a ‘‘roast.’’ 

WHAT THE COMMITTEEMEN THINK. 

Committeeman Lozier of the Second Dis.- 
trict, who livesin Carroll County, expressed 
himself in this strainon thesituation. ‘‘I 
have heard some talk of Democrats voting 
for Warner, but thereare noneof them in the 
Second Congressional District.

HER LIFE AT STAKE. 
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The Borden Murder Trial Begins at 
Fall River. 


LIZZIE LISTENS TO THE TESTIMONY 
WITHOUT EMOTION. 


The Sisters Together, But Do Not Speak in 
the Court-Room — Medical Examiner 
Dolan’s Evidence—Incidents of the 
Ghastly Crime Retold—Letters Said to 
Have Been Suppressed 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 25.—The Second 
District Courteroom never before held such a 
crowd as that which greeted Judge Blaisdell 
this morning at 10 o’clock. It was the second 
day agreed upon for the hearing of Miss Liz- 
zie A. Borden on the charge of kill- 
ing her father and stepmother. Clerzy- 
men, laymen, physicians and more than 
150 ladies who were not directly connected 
with the case were seated and standing in all 
parts of the room while inside the rail was an 
extraordinary crowd of reporters and other 
newspaper workers. Ladies occupied more 
than two-thirds of the seats usually occupied 
by the curious who usually flock into the 
lower courts. 

The court took an intermission until 10:30 
o’clock, at which time the District Attorney 
said he would be ready to commence, 

At 10:30 o’clock Mr. George MHolles ap- 
peared with Miss Emma Borden on his arm. 
Following them came Mrs. Brigham, 
Mrs. Holmes and the Rev. Mr. Buck. 
Lizzie Borden came in last with 
Marshal Hilliard, Miss Borden’s face gave 
evidence of an extreme strain. She was 
handed to a seat between her two legal ad- 
visers and neara settee on which her sister 
was seated. The two women sat elbow to 
elbow, Miss Lizzie at her sister’s right hand. 
Not a word passed between them. 

**We are ready to proceed, Your Honor,’’ 
said District Attorney Knowlton at 10:31 
o’clock. Medical Examiner Dolan was called 
to the stand. 

The witness testified to the position of the 
bodies of the murdered couple when 
found and to sending their stomachs to 
Prof. Wood of Harvard Oollege for 
analysis. Mrs, Borden’s body was 
dressed as you would expect a housewife to 
be at that time of the day. It had an old 
handkerchief about the neck that was bloody. 
Witness did not believe it was tiedin a knot 
and did not remember whether it was cut or 
not. 

Surveyor Kiernan then took the stand. He 
submitted plans showing the exterior 
and interior of the Borden homestead with 
measurements of the room, description, 
position and measurements of the land, 
height of fences, location of the barn, etc. 
He saw blood spots and located them in the 
plans. Witness gave Mr. Jennings a small 
piece of wood upon which the blood was 
seen. 

Witness: ‘‘The spot wason the dining- 
room side of the door casing, I did not form 
any theory as to how this blood might have 
been thrown froman axin motion from the 
inside ofthe sitting-room. There were two 
spots, one three-quarters of an inch, the 
otheraninch west of the crack. I did not 
put upon the plan the pile of boards in the 
yard near the fence, nor the hay window in 
the barn.’’ 
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He answered: ‘*It was the most ghastly thing 
I ever saw.’’ 

Mr. Adams objected to such a description 
and the witness went on to describe the 
wounds: 

‘*‘There were ten wounds in ail in the face 
and side of the head, all of them parallel. 
Nearly all of them were deep and cut through 
the bone. A week after the murder! saw all 
the vitalorgans of the body and found no 
other apparent cause of death.’’ 

Mr. Knowlton: *‘What caused Mr. Borden’s 
death?’’ 

Witness: ‘‘He died from shock.’’ 

The witness then told astory of the blood 
spots found in the room, saying the side of 
Mr. Borden’s head and face were covered 
with blood. The shirt was bloody and the 
back of his clothes soaked. 

His head lay not on the arm of the sofa, but 
intheangle. The blood was not clotted, but 
fresh and still oozing from the wounds and 
the blood still warm. 

This was at 11:43, when witness arrived at 
the house. 

Witness described the various blood spots 
atlength. There were spots on the cellinz, 
pictures, doors and wall paper. The wounds 
were made by a sharpinstrument, probably 
by an axe or a hatchet. Witness sald the 
wounds could be made by any person of 
ordinary strength using moderate force. 

Continuing Dr. Dolan said: ‘‘There were 
eighteen wounds on Mrs. Borden’s person, 
fourteen of them were ina small space back 
of her head, over her ear. Pieces of the 
skull were driven intothe brain. All of the 
wounds were made with a sharp instru- 
ment.’’ 

In witness’ opinion’ Mrs. Borden had been 
dead an hour and a half when he saw her. 

Mrs. Borden weighed 210 pounds. She died 
of shock. 

Witness saw four axes in the cellar of the 
house. Examined one with a claw on it and 
found that it had been scraped and 
washed. The head cutting sur- 
face of about five inches, weighed 
from three to five pounds, Under the glass 
it showed stains which looked like blood. 
Saw some hair onit also. Took some dress 
skirts and underskirts from the house, the 
property of Miss Borden, the defendant. 
They were given to Prof. W » At 13:3 
o’clock the court adjourned until this after- 


noon. 

Miss Lizzie Borden was visited by 
her sister, Emma, yesterday after- 
noon, Mrs. Reagan, the police matron, 
was present during the interview. When 
Lizzie saw her sister she waved her away, 
saying: ‘‘You gave me away, Emma, did 
— not?’’ and turned her back upon her 
sister.: 

‘*No,. sister, Tonly told Mr. Jennings what 
he cngns to know for your defense,’’ an- 
swered the girl, 

Lizzie turned and replied in a voice em: 
bittered with suppressed passion: ‘‘That ts 
false. You have given me away and I know 
it, but remember, I will not give in one 
inch; never, never. That is all Icare to say to

With tears In her eyes and a voice choked 
with sobs, Miss Emma left the room and the 
accused, Overcome with emotion, fell pros- 
trate on her bed. 

Mrs. Reagan was speechless dnd horrified 
atthe compromising words. It is under- 
stood that Miss Emma Borden told Mr. Jen- 
nings, her sister’s attorney, all that she 
knew or surmised as to the Borden murder. 

It has just come to light that some time be- 
fore the Borden tragedy Bridget Sullivan had 
confided to friends facts which leave little 
doubt that there had been a series of bicker- 
ings in the house On Second street. ° rs. 
Borden and her stepdaughters, Lizzie 
and Emma, were not on pleasant terms, 
though itis claimed Mrs. Borden tried to es- 
tablish Magog | relations. Another feature 
of the case is a letter written by Lizzie to her 
sister Emma the Tuesday before the murder.

Col. A. 8. Collyar, General Counsel for 
the Tennessee Coal & Iron Co., hasfrankly 
admitted that convict labor was employed 
by his corporation chiefly for the purpose 
of using it as a club to bring free labor into 
submission to its terms. He says that with 
convict labor available free labor recog- 
nized the uselessness of protesting or strik- 
ing, a8 its place could easily be supplied by 
the cheapest class of labor. 

The State of Tennessee, therefore, has 
been a partner inthe enterprise of reduc- 
ing honest workingmen to abject submis- 
sion to corporate greed by allowing its 
cheap end brutalized criminal laborers to 
be brought into competition with 
them, Thus the State’s free citizens, 
through the act of the State, were de- 
graded to the level of chaim gangs. Ten- 
nessee has been compelled to use bullets 
and bayonets against citizens driven into 
lawless violence and revolt by this legal 
wrong inflicted upon them. It is reaping 
the bitter fruit of a criminal blunder, 
which should be righted at the earliest 
possible time. 

The admission of the representative of 
the corporation employing convict labor 
as toits objectand the expgrfence of the 
State of Tennessee as to the results afford 
timely and valuable lessons for all the 
people on the subject of the convict lease 
system. 
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STANDING UP FOR MISSOURL 


If, as the Warner organs contend, Dem- 
ocratic government has deterred Northern 
Republicans from settling in Missouri, 
and constrained them to locate in the Re- 
publican States westof the Mississippi 
River, howcan they explain the fact that 
not one of the States named comes within 
40,000 of having as many Republican 
voters as Missouri? 

At the last election of Governor (1888) 
the Republican nominee in Missouri re- 
ceived 242,533. The Republican nominee 
at the last election in Iowa (1891) received 
199,878, andin 1890 the Republicans gave 
their nominee for Governor onby 115,025 in 
Kansas and only 85,111 in Minnesota. 

If the contention is true that capital and 
enterprise have been diverted by inhospita- 
ble treatment from Missouri to those 
States, how can we explain the fact that 
the taxable wealth of St. Louis is assessed 
more than $30,000,000 higher than that of 
any city west of the Alleghenies, not even 
Chicago excepted? 

Leaving Ohio out, there are only four 
States west of Pennsylvania that contain 
each twocities classed among the ‘‘fifty 
largest cities of the Union,’’ and these 
States are Michigan and Tennessee, east 
of the river, and Missouri and Minnesota 
west of the river. Missouri’s two largest 
cities together had in 1890 a population of 
584,480; Minnesota’s, 297,894; Michigan’s, 
266,154; Tennessee’s, 140,565. 

The population of the three largest 
cities of Missouri amounted to 636,804; of 
Minnesota to 351,009; of lowa to 118,210; of 
Kansas to 93,176. 

If Maj Warner wishes to persuade peo- 
ple that lowa and Kansas have been more 
prosperous and better governed under Re- 
publican rule than Missouri under Demo- 
cratic rule, he will have to suppress all the 
material facts of the census and statistical 
reports and garble the rest most auda- 
ciously. 

There are many thousands of German 
Republicans in St. Louis who do not want 
any such government in this State as the 
Republicans have imposed on Iowa and 
Kansas, and Maj.

allow their works to lle idle. Ifitis right 
for American manufacturers. to force their 
fellow-citizgens to buy their wares through 
the means ofa protective tariff, it cannot be 
wrong for American laborers to force the 
manufacturers to buy their services by ex- 
cluding fellow-laborers from the competi- 
tion.

Iftherails had been admitted abso- 
lutely free the profit would have been $1,000,- 
000, oratthe rate of $2,000,000a year. These 
figures, taken from a protective source, do 
not show that taxes on steel rails cannot be 
lightened. On the contrary, it is apparent 
that the manufacturers can stand quitea 
reduction for the benefit of the railroads.

PLATFORM ADOPTED BY THE WASHINGTON 
STATE CONVENTION, 


OLYMPIA, Wash,., Aug. 25.—When the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention reassembled last 
night the report of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions was read. The platform indorses 
the national platform and the nominees of the 
Chicago Convention; pledges reform in the 
existing tariff laws; opposes a federal elec- 
tion law; favors free silver and such liberal 
appropriations for coast protection and gen- 
eral improvement as shall be of benefit to 
the State, but condemns any extravagant ex- 
penditure of public money having for its pur- 
pose the advancement of private enterprise; 
the election of President, Vice-President and 
United States Senators by a direct vote of the 
people is favored. A minority report of the 
Seattle Canal plank was presented. A red, 


hot ight followed the reading of the minority 
report, which was adopted. 

A motion was made to reconsider the vote 
by which the minority vote wasadopted. The 
report read as follows: ** We indorse the action . 
of the Democratic House of Representatives 
in refusing an appropriation for Lake Wash- 
ington Canal, and we condemn the course of 
Senators Squire and Allenand Representative 
Wilson in their advocacy of this issue to the 
detriment of appropriations for the necessary 
re propeusene of the rivers and harbors of the 

ate.’ ; 

The roll call on the motion to reconsider 
followed during the atest tumult which 
nearly resulted in the breaking up of the con- 
vention. Pandemonium reigned. Delegates 
yelled themselves hoarse, The result of the 
roli-call on the motion for a reconsideration 
of the vote by which the minority report was 
adopted, was 177 for reconsideration, 154 
against and the status of convention at 1 a. 
m., hursday, was precisely the same as 
when the platform was introduced, at 9 a. 
m., Wednesday. 

The effort to add the minority report to the 
platform was finally defeated, and the con- 
vention adjourned till to-day.

SHOT BY AN OFFICER. 


Frank Gray Receives His Death Wound 
at Brooklyn, IL 

An inquest held this morning by Coroner 
Woods at Benner’s Morgue, East st. Louis, 
on the body of Frank Gray of St. Louls was 
the final outcome of the latter’s desperate 
but fatal attempt to evade the clutches of the 
law by resisting arrest. ° 

Gray met his death froma gunshot wound 
by the hand of Village Marshal Carper of 
Brooklyn, the little negro settlement onthe 
Illinois shore between East St. Louis and 
Belleville. Brooklyn is not a quiet place 
on Sunday afternoon when numbersof St. 
Louts darkies goover to visit their colored 
brethren at the East Side. Last Sunday 
the Village Marshal attempted to arrest Gray. 
Hie proved an ugly prisoner, and a violent 
struggle ensued between him and his captor. 
During the scuffle Gray drewa knife and cat 
Marshal Carper in the hand,and Carper drew 
his revolver with his uninjured hand, and 
cut down the fugitive with a shot from his 
weapon. The bullet entered Gray’s abdo- 
men. 

The wounded man was removed to his 
home, 1709 North Second street, this city. 
Gray lingered until yesterday when death 
came. The body had to be brought back to 
St. Clair County for the inquest, as the 
injuries that caused the man’s death had 
been received in that jurisdiction. 

Marshal Carper,on hearing of Gray’s death, 
gave himself up at once to Deputy Sheriff 
Langely. ' 

The testimony brought out at 
the inquest to-day went to show 
that Carper had shot Gray to 
prevent his escape after the two haa en- 
gaged ina desperate struggle in which the 
Marshal was wounded in the hand. 

The jury returned a verdict of justifiable 
homicide. completely exonerating Carper. 

Gray a was negro, 22 years ofage, and re- 
sided at the time of his death at 1709 North 
Second street. 

Gray’s mother and two sisters live at 170) 
North second street, and there the wounded 
man was taken in a wagon by some 
friends on Sunday afternoon. The 
mother told a Post + DISPATCH 
representative this afternoon that the boy 
was in great distress and could not explain 
how he bad been shot, nor, In fact, couid he 
talk much about anything, When asked 
about the difficulty over there, he said, ‘‘I 
can’ttell younow. Walt till I get better.’’ 
But instead of getting better, he grew worse 
and his distress constantly increased, until 
death came about 4 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, his story untold and leaving his family 
completely in the dark as to the circum- 
stances which led to his death.

TIN PLATE. 


Total Production in ths United States 
During Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 25.—A special re- 
port has been made showing that the total 
production of tin and terne plates proper in 
the United States during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 380 last was 13,646,719 pounds. Be- 
sides the foregoing it should be stated furth- 
er, saysthe report, ‘‘thatthe production of 
American sheet iron or steel made into arti- 
cles and wares, tinned or terne-coated, dur- 
ing the year,as shown by the sworn state- 
ments of the manufacturers received to date, 
was 4,218,228 pounds. As these manufactures 
constitute tin and terne plates within the 
meaning of the law, it now seems pronable 
that when full returns of the same are re- 
ceived the total production for the year in- 
clustve of such manufactures will not fall 
much short of 20,000,000 pounds.’’ 

The quantity of tin plates and terne plates 
imported on and after July 1, 1891, and en- 
tered for immediate consumption on arrival 
or withdrawn from warehouse for consump- 
tion during the year, will be approximately 
4,387,000,000 pounds. The quantity of tin 
plates and terne plates on which duties were 
paid and which were used in the manufacture 
of articles exported with the benefit of draw- 
back during the fiscal year was approx- 
imately 119,921,030 pounds. These include 
plates weighing 63 pounds per 100 square feet 
and those weighing Jighier and heavier than 
638 pounds. Of these amounts the imports of 
plates weighing lighter than 68 pounds per 
100 square feet were 371,304,807 pounds, and 
the exports with benefit of drawback 119, 450,- 
568 pounds, making the net imports 251,854,867 
pounds.

WILL BE LIGHTED TO-NIGHT. 


The City Illuminations to Be Turned on 
This Evening. 


At 7 o’clock to- night the signal will be given 
for lighting the fall illuminations of 1892, and 
a few minutes laterthe entire business sec- 
tion of St. Louis will bea blaze of light and 
splendor. No less than 75,000 gas jets 
and incandescent electric lights will be 


usedin making the display, and notwith- 
standingthis is the first time the various 
arches and designs have been lighted there 
is expected to be no hitch or delay such as to 
mar the general effect. Acorps of inspect- 
ors will be stationed along the lines and 
every defect noted with a view to have 
everything as near perfect as possible for 
the first regular illumination on the night of 
Thursday, Sept. 1. 

The new features of the illumination this 
year, which have been constructed after 
carefully prepared designs and at consider- 
able expense, are the ‘*Santa Maria’’ arch at 
Twelfth and Market streets; the-**National 
Flag’’ design at the Grant Statue, Twelfth 
and Olive streets, and the ‘‘New World’’ at 
Twelfth and St. Charles streets. In addition 
to these there is the Columbus 
Arch at Thirteenth and Olive’ streets, 
the Washington arch at Broadway and 
Washington avenue and the monster electric 
design of the world at Broadway and Olive 
street. Full descriptions of all these have 
been given in the Post-Dispatcn Dutitis 
safe tosay thatno penor pencil sketch can 
convey an adequate idea of the many 
startling and beautiful effects that will be 
produced by the illumination itself, 
There are arches at Fourth, Seventh and 
Ninth streets on Olive, and at various points 
along Fourth street, Broadway, Washington 
and Franklinavenues. There are spans of 
smaller arches, pyramids and clusters of 
lights with vwarigated zwlobes extending over 
the entire illuminated district, and when 
these lights are all in full blast the scene fairly 
becomes one of enchantment. Thousands of 
people will crowd the streets from all sec- 
tions around and large delegations of people 
from the country are expected in on the 
eveningtrains. The flluminations will De 
extinguished at 8:30 0’clock. The district to 
be illuminated this year includes Fourth 
street, Broadway, Twelfth street, Washing- 
ton avenue and Franklin avenue. In 
extent and beauty of design the jlluminations 
of this year far surpass the previous displays 
here, the electric feature of the display being 
anew and very beautiful one. 

Ithas been determined to give the elec- 
trical display to-night rain orshine. Nearly 
ull the set pieces and panorama will be in 
progress between7 and 8:30, and if possible 
to get sufficient generators by this evening 
every one will be displayed. 

In case of heavy rain the gas illuminations 
will be postponed. A special. feature in re- 
gard tothis announcement tIs that as there 
are about 40,000 electrical IMghts used in the 
display a fine illumination Its assured regard- 
less of weather, which could not be promised 
inthe preceding years when gas was either 
wholly or almost exclusively used. Acar- 
load of giobes delayed in transmission,owing 
to the railroad strike in the East, cannot ar- 
rive in time to enable the whole of them to 
be used, but Chairman Wilkinson announces 
definitely that a perfect illumination will be 
given this night week.

Letter of Cardinal Ledochowski to the 
American Bishops. 


Rome, Aug. 25.—Cardinal Ledochowski has 
sent out his letter on schools tothe American 
bishops apropos of the Faribault and Still- 
water incident. The Holy See wishes untl- 
formity of episcopal action and above all the 
end of all dissension. 
pied with the subject of Catholic children 
frequenting in large numbers the State 
schools. In the cases of Faribault and Still- 
water the practical and intelligent Arch- 
bishop Ireland had assisted the Holy See to 
seize the points of the matter and advise the 
American Episcopacy thereon in a manner 
calculated to promote uniformity of policy. 
All the scholastic future of the American 
church now depends directly on the Ameri- 
can Episcopacy. Forthe Holy See, solicit- 
ous of the pagification of the United States, 
Leo XIII. has a passionate personal inter- 
est, wishing almost at any price that the dis- 
sensions on the school questions should be 
closed and that the church, at peace with 
the state, should pursue its work of spread- 
ing the light of religion. The Holy See be- 
lieves the hour has come to affirm both as re- 
gards general rules and their practical 
applications what is best to be done upon the 
scholastic questions in their ensemble. In 
this respect the incident with which Arch- 
bishop Ireland has been prominently asso- 
ciated wiil have its value in the United 
States. Mgr. Keane, rectorof Washington 
University, has visited Cardinal Ledochow- 
skiat Luzerne. 


THE IRELAND MEMORIAL. 

Paris, Aug. 25.—Interviews h ave been held 
with the foreign editors of the two leading 
Catholic papers here regarding the Arch- 
bishop Ireland memorial question. They 
did not seem to give any credit to the story 
of the stolen proof. 

Mr. Nemours Godre of the Universe said: 
‘*Megr. Ireland madea very good impression 
here, and we havea very favorable opinion 
of his talents asa preacher, although the lib- 
erality of hisideas somewhat surprised us, 
as we are not accustomed to them yet in 
France,i do not think the proof of the memo- 
rialon the parochial school question was 
stolen fromtiie printing office of the propa- 
ganda at Rome. Ido not see the necessity of 
such an action. asthe memorial was to be 
made public sooner or later.’’ 

The foreign editor of the Monde expressed 
his opinion as follows: ‘*This affair of the 
stolen proof is incredible, and I do not be- 
lieve a word of it. fFthink it is merelya 
hoax, meant toincrease the antagonism be- 
tween Archbishops Corrigan and Ireland. 
The latter created quite a sensation when 
here. Hespoke in public at the Geograph- 
ical Society and at the Luxembourg Lyceum, 
comparing France and America and further- 
ing the cause of the Repubiic.’’
